•em  a  notification  to  collectors  of  cus- 
toms and  to  officers  of  the  revenue 
cutter  service  that  the  sealing  treaty 
Will  be  Placed  in  effect  on  December  15 
next.

all  of  which  I  Cahdldly  believe  can' be 
satisfactorily,,  explained  .If  your  hon- 
orable body,  considers  It,  In  the  best  In- 
terests of  the  ratepayer*  for  me)  to  dp 
'so,  and  practically  neglect  the  great 
public  work  ao  well  under  way — and 
requiring  the  whole  of  my  time  In  or- 
der that  your  interests  shall  be  fully 
protected.  When  we  consider  that  Vic- 
toria has  undertaken  such  a  large  ex- 
penditure of  public  funds.  It  aems  rid- 
iculous that  this  constant  wrangling 
should  retard  or  in  any  way  Jeopardize 
the  faithful  performance-  of  the  rrork. 
and  I  feel  that  nothing  can  be  gained 
by  a  continuance  of  the  criticisms  and 
explanation*  thereto,  most  ejf  whpch 
any  reasonable-minded  person  would 
term    "petty"    to   say    tire   least. 

"I  therefore  propose  to  continue  to 
render  the  citizens  of  Victoria  my  best 
services  until  such  time  as  the  people, 
whom  I  look  upon  as  fair  and  honor- 
able 


Alderman  FuHartOn ,  told* '  of  omaiala 
Who  some  months  ago  had  come  to  him 
and  told  him  there  was  no  use  trying 
to  assist  the  engineer  because  the  may- 
or  would   not   "stand  for,  i,t"  and   when 

he  ( Alilerman  FilltertnsYl  '  1-art  HUtrgeKt- 
ed  their  trying  to-  work  with  the  engin- 
eer they  afterwards  came  back  and  ad- 
mitted that  they  could  -work  harmoni- 
ously with  Mr.  Smith-  'That  showed 
that  all  the  engineer"  required  waa  an 
opportunity  of  showing  what  he  could 
do,  and  "that  is  what  the  mayor  is 
not  and  has  not  bean  affording  him." 
Alderman  Fullerten  referred  to  the 
mayor's  stricture*  on,  Mr.  11.

Smith  was  the"  right  wnuin  for  the  posi- 
tion and  should  certainly  receive  a 
full  measure  of  support.  . 

Alder  man  Jioss  stated  that  thanks 
to  the  press  and  the  citizens  Mr.  Smith 
had  been  given  a  chnnce  to  show  his 
ability  and  would  undoubtedly  demon- 
strate   it 

Alderman  Gieasop.  believed  a  "master 
hand"  waa  required  to  carry  out  the 
work*  programme.  There  was  work  for 
two  capable  men  and,  personally,  he 
would  support  the  suggestion  of  Alder-

British  Views 

Gf  ELECTION  RESULT 

The  special  London  correspondent 
of  the  Toronto  Star  writes  under  date 
of  October  11:  The  publication  of  the 
names  of  the  members  of  the  new 
Canadian  Ministry  has  evoked  gen- 
erally favorable  comment.  The  Pall 
Mall  Gazette.  Mr.  Astor's  Conservative 
evening  Journal,  gives  a  whole  column 
of  brief  biographical  notes  upon  each 
of  the  new  ministers.  Sir  Gilbert 
Parker  after  reading  the  list  express- 
ed the  opinion  that  "Canada  has  illu- 
minated the  landacape  of  the  Em- 
pire," and  added  that  "Mr.  Borden  will 
work  with  England  more  alive  to  the 
issue  which  he  fought,  and  the  duties 
and  opportunities  of  the  future,  than 
has  ever  been  the  case  before.*'  While 
expressing  regret  and  surprise  at  the 
omission  oV  Mr.  W.  B.  Northrup  from 
the  list,  which  he  ascribes  to  the 
"more  pressing  claims  of  some  others." 
Sir  Gilbert  declares,  "I  congratulate 
Canada  on  as  sound  and  as  -powerful 
a  combination  as  could  well  hare  been 
made  by  the  new  prime  minister."  Sir 
Gilbert  Parker  Is  a  BenevlUe  old  boy. 
which  may  explain  his  Interest  in  the 
Heatings,  M.  P.,  though  newa  of  a 
certain  incident  of  last  winter  may 
possibly  not  have  reached  hJtn'  yet 
Beclpreolty  and  reaoe 
Mr.  Silvester  Home,  one  of  tha 
Radical  and  land  reform  members  of 
the  house  of  commons,  haa  just  re- 
turned from  a  visit  to  the  United 
States,  and  comments  curiously  upon 
the  possible  effect  of  the  result  of  the 
Dominion  elections  on  the.  Anglo- Am- 
erican Arbitration  Treaty.  He  fears 
It  may  be  the  means  of  "clouding  the 
prospects"  of  the  measure,  but  gives 
no  reason  for  his  belief.  Mr.  Taft 
told  him,  he  nays,  that  he  haa  behind 
him  the  plain  people  of  America.  Yet 
Mr.  Home  suggests  that  the  return 
of  the  Conservative  government  to 
power  In  Canada  may  encourage  the 
United  States  Senate  to  stiffen  '  Its 
back  and  to  weaken  the  measure.

In  the  meantime,  Mr-  Balfour,  and 
other  opponents  of  the  measure  are 
declaring  that  home  rule  will  sacri- 
fice the  Protestants  of  Ireland,  and 
leave  thorn  at , the  mercy  of  the  Irish 
Catholics.  Let  It  be  said  at  once  that 
any  scheme  leaving  It  possible  for  one 
section  of  the  community  to  tyrannise 
over,  or  boyeott,  the  other  would  not 
receive  the  sanction  of  the  British 
democracy;  and  that  the  great  army 
of  nonconformist  voters  who  are' the 
life  and  breath  of  the  Liberal  party, 
may  be  trusted  to  see  that  Justice  fs 
is  A»iiKss  -doc*  to  their  'brethren  !»» 
any  home  rule  bill.

Is 
the    comparatively    high    wages      paid 
for  labor  in  the  Dominion.     It  Is  quite 
a    usual    thing   to      hear     speakers     at 
popular    gatherings    quote    from       the 
"Labor  Gazette"  of  Canada,  the  grant- 
ing   of    large    Increases    In    wages    for 
certain    classes    of    labor.      And    It    Is 
being    borne    in    on    the    minds    of    the 
workmen    In   Great   Britain    that   while 
their  fellow  tollers  In  Canada  are  add- 
ing to  a  wage  that   is  already,  in  many 
cases,  double  what  It  ia  at  home,  they 
are    themselves    living    half    a    life    on 
from  six  to  nine  dollars  a  week.     The 
present  government  while  keeping  the 
ring   for   the   spectators,    so    to    speak, 
and    ensuring    the    necessaries    of    life 
to    the    non-combatants,    are    in    sym- 
pathy with  the  demand  for  better  con- 
dition*     And    nothing    that    has    hap- 
pened In  the  way  of  employing  troops 
and   police   to  keep  order,   and   to   en- 
sure    the     well-being     of     the     com- 
munity will  break  the  alliance  between 
Liberals  and    Labor     men,      who     are 
united  on  social  reform  and  Justice  to 
Ireland.

The  muln  fac- 
tor In  the  sliuat  Si  la  the  Turkish  army 
to  the  strengthening  of  whleh  the 
Young  Turku  have  devoted  ail  their  en- 
ergies and  almost  all  their  financial  re- 

tiiuirpH,      The   Imnrnvpri    ennriltlnn    nf   the 

army,    which   is    the   only    visible    monu- 
ment   of    the    so-called    regeneration    of 
Turkey,    indicates    how    fully    the    YoUtUi 
Turks,    no    loss    than    their    forefathers, 
realise   that    they    hold   their   possessions 
by    the   sword   alone.      As   the  Army  can 
llnd  no  vent  for  Its  energies  In  the  con- 
flict   with    Italy    and   ran.    consequently, 
be  employed   In   its   entirety   against  any 
prospective    foe.       the    situation      in    the 
Balkans     remains,     for    the    present       at 
least,    unaffected    by    the    recent    events. 
The  Christian  states  have  not  yet  learn- 
ed   the    lesson    that    Joint       effort       alone

The  address, 
which  is  signed  by  "Richard  McBrlde. 
prime  minister,  for  the  people  of  Brit- 
ish Columbia"  is  couched  in  these 
terms: 

"An  humble  address  to  His  Most 
Excellent  Majesty  George  the  Fifth, 
by  the  Grace  of  God  of  the  United 
Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland 
and  of  the  British  Dominions  beyond 
the  Seas.  King;  Defender  of  the  Kalth, 
Emperor  of  India: 

"We,  the  subjects  of  Your  Majesty 
residing  In  British  Columbia,  desire  to 
assure  you  of  our  unswerving  loyalty 
to  your  person  and  the  Crown.  We 
recall  with  pleasure  the  occasion  or 
your  visit  to  our  province  and  'we 
most  humbly  say  that  the  kindly  feel- 
ings which  were  then  engendered  have 
been  Intensified  by  succeeding  years. 
In  sending  this  assurance  of  our  loy- 
alty and  of  the  pride  we  feel  In  the 
auspicious  event  of  your  coronation, 
we  wish  to  e»pre—  to  Tour  Majesty 
the  earnest  hope  that  Too*  Majesty 
may  long  be  spared  to  occupy  the 
throne  of  the  Empire,  we  are  convinc- 
ed you  and  your  distinguished  consort 
will  do  inhch  to  strengthen."
